In the month of May, 1»63, the Aniiy of 
the Cuiuberland, under the ommnnd of 
Rosecrani?, lay at rhatanoo^rn. (ten. Utir- 
tioM, the cliief of the start" to the coiuiiiaud- 
i.ig general, beini*; anxiotis to strike a blow 
at the r.iilroad system of Georgia, perstiad* 
el Rosecrans to authorize the iittinj?cut 
of a raiding expedition against Ronie in 
that state. 

(iarfield undertook with joycu-) antioi]>.\- 
tlon,as Wfcle irn from iiis letters to sei-ivtary 
Chase, the formation of thi^ force, and it 
was at his suggestion that Col. Streigl t ' 
was placed in command of the expeilition, 
composed <A nearly two thousand picked 
8 >ldierH. Wiih what success this federal 
force made it's raid on Rome, and just how 
much of the Empire State of the south 
Col. Sfreigiit contrived to destroy are mat- 
ters of familiar historv. 

The raiders reached Rome, it is true, 
but tbey went as prisoners of the brave 
Gen. Forrest, who, with a brave little hand 
of four hundred men, ill clad an<l poorly 
fed, sent the whole invading force to 
Richmond on the very railroad they set 
out to destroy. Gen. Garfield was never 
kiiown to speak of the painful result of his 
military skill with half tlie enthusiasm 
with which he put this formidable squad- 
ron in the field. 

The capture of Straight by Forrest, as 
before stated, is familiar history; but vho 
has been introduced to Miss Emma San- 
som, the brave Gads<len girl of sixteen 
summers, by whose forethought and 
prompt aetion the capture was made pos- 
sible? The great war developed many 
deeds of darimr on the part of women on 
both sides of the contest, but it seems to 
me that the heroic conduct of Miss San- 
so!ii deserves to rank :is a eonspienoiis ex- 
ample of female courage an<i of womanly 
demotion to a cause she believed to be just. 
So far as known, there has never been any 
recognizition of the value of her'services, 
except on the part of Gen. Forrest in his 
official report. The state of Alaljama did, 
indeed, vote her a section of land, but has 
never been able to convey to her a valid 
title to the same. 

The part ]\Iiss Emma took in the dra- 
matic pursuit of Col. Streight by Forrest's 
force may be briefly stated. Hard by her 
humble home was a stream which bore 
the suggestive name of Black Creek. At 
the date of our story this stream was great- 
ly swollen from heavy rai ns. Col. Streight, 
after passing over the bridge, took caie to 
liurn it. Forrest was at liis heels, V>ut 
finding no means of crossing Black Creek 
gravely meditated an abandonment of the 
pursuit, iiiding up to Miss P^mma's house 
to spend the night he was quickly inform- 
ed oy her that in a secluded spot a mile 
distant up the creek a ford could be found 
for his cavalry, which wohld enable him 
to cross and continue his march. St irtled 
by this unpected intelligence, he retjuested 
her to accompany him and to point out 
the place. No time was to be lost, and, 
although Col. Streight's skirmishers were 
firing across the creek, which now ap- 
peared as a mighty river, Miss Emma con- 
sented to go. Ifaving no horse of her own 
she vaulted uubehind Forrest, and bravely 
exposed her me to the bullets of the en- 
emy, while the general led his men under 
her guidance to the welcome ford. 

The sequel can be told in a few words. 
She lemained on the bank of Black Creek 
long enough to see the last soldier safely 
over, and then waving her hand she bid 
them all good-bye,God speed and a splendid 
.victory. Returning home through the 
open tields alone they sent tip a silent 
prayer for the capture of Col. Streight and 
his' raiders. The answer to that prayer 
was npt 1 one delayed. Two day^ Jater, 
wliile in camp cooking, eating and carous- 
ing, little dreaming tnat Forrett was on 
the liome side of^lacfc Creek* Colonel 
Streight'f wut% oommand wai tbtmaslTei 
raided and foretd to aoriMtr. No woo* 



tnat Streight, on learning Forrest's ac» 
lual strength, exclaimed: "I am sold." 
Emma Sanson must have been an exceed- 
ingly benutiltil girl. One of her former 
lovers descriltes her as "a lovely blonde, 
with clear, sparklimr blue eyes and loilg, 
flowing golden hair."

An Old Fashioned Industry Turned to 
Account in the Decoratlre ReTiral*

Perhaps it will sound o<ld to speak of 
rag carjtets as fashiouaide work, but speci- 
mens of domestic weaving have been car- 
ried to England by traveled ladies with 
other curios, like Xavajo blankets and 
Arizona pottery, and the notable English 
woman have taken to using their woolen 
swings in this way. It goes by the 
name of American w-)rk, and a well made 
rag mat is not disdained at the nursery 
bedside, in the smoking room or, indeed, 
in my lady's chamber. Now there is rag 
carpet, and the Bohemian wea e down 
in Chatham street will turn you out a very 
different piece of work from the old rag 
carpet, with its stiff stripes and bars. Cut 
your useless cashmere cloth or flannel into 
strips three-fourth of an inch wide clear 
through the piece; sew these together at 
the ends till you have a pound of such 
strips, v.hich makes a large ball. Fine 
lieavy cloth of men's wear is cut less than 
half an incli wide, and the finer the strips 
the more they make the weaving. A 
pound and a quarter ball will weave a yard 
of carpet a yard wide. Mix your colors 
well when sewing with two or three jrards 
of red, green or yellow for every six or 
more of dark color and you will have u 
carpet or mat with uneven barrings of gay 
color, dark and gravely j^leasing to the 
eye. Mix briglit color with every yard of 
drtrk stripes and the result is a mottled 
ground ; or, if you have enough of any 
dark rich color, you may have a mottled 
center with lK)rders of deep blue, black 
and deep yellow. The strips can be dyed 
bronze, peacock, deep red, or any strong 
color, after sewing. If you want some- 
thing in modern taste after your carpet 
is woven, sew three or four wiilths togeth- 
er with a border of plain Venetian or 
bii.ht-flgured ingrain oordering, stain the 
edges of the floor, and you have an odd, 
handsome mat for your sitting room,whicii 
is practically indestructible. Such mats 
are advised for nurseries and country sit- 
ting rooms, and no one, seeing, them for 
the first time, would ever dream of clas- 
sing them with the humdrum rag carpets 
of old. The smooth basket work surface, 
the rich colors, vie with those of foi'eign 
mats, and in the point of taste a well- 
chosen English liome-made mat will please 
better than the cheap red ami green Turk- 
ish rugSj which, in fact, are the " rag car- 
pets" of pleasant homes in the East. Let 
us show a little respect for the works of 
our own country now that foreigners have 
found out their merits for ui.
